among qualified persons within the Party that there will shortly be bald a 
meeting of all Communist leaders throughout South America. Since it is felt 
that the Pan-American Conference in August will consider the Conaanist 
problem, either officially or unofficially. Communist circles in Argentina 
conjecture that the meeting of their leaders will have for one of its 
principal objects the studying of methods to preclude a general outlawing 
of their Party throughout Latin America.
